DETAILED ACTION 

This communication is in response to amendment received on 8/13/08. 
Claims 16-17, 1 9 - 29 and 31 - 32 are presented for examination. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: As to claims 
16-17, 1 9 - 29 and 31 - 32, the prior art fails to show a method for the nondestructive 
testing of a component wherein subjecting the component to additional frequency 
signals continuously from the first frequency to the second frequency, wherein the 
subjecting of the component to said additional frequency signals comprises performing 
a frequency scan from the first frequency to the second frequency. These features 
taken together with the other limitations of the claim renders the claims allowable over 
prior art.
